Now certain persons, over alert 
to-selze an opportunity for agitat-.

berately spreading false state- 
ments concerning the Council's: 
reasons for increasing the ratos;, 
their purpose being to discredit 


‘the Municipal Administration and 


to sow discord among | Chinese 
and Foreign’ residents of Shang- 
hai. Let’ none be deceived by 
their subtle, schemes. 


There is no truth: whatever, in 
the ‘statement that Foreigners re- 
ceive preferential ‘treatment: in 
the matter of taxation; nor is 
there any ground’ for the rumour 
that the cost of the’ Foreign 
Troops now in Shanghai is. borne 
by, the Council. Tho basis of 
taxation in the International Set- 
tlement is the same for all, Chinese 
and Foreignets allke, The entire 
cost of the Foreign Troops is. de- 
frayed by the Governments under 
whose orders. they are acting. 


It is a wellsknown fact that the 
coat of nearly all commodities has 
risen considerably during, recent 
years. This" increase has ‘to be 
faced by the Council as well as by 
business firms and private indivi- 
duals.) The Council has made a 
very careful estimate of the 
amount that will be required in 1927 
to maintain the several « depart- 
ments. of the public, und has 
gome'to the conclusion, with great.

Chinese or Foreign merchant 
renting ‘a house at $160.00 per 
mensem will be called upon to pay 
324,00 a month, instead of $21.00,.

A 
wealthy: person occupying large 
premises .contributes - more’ in 
rates than a poorer man who rents 
but a small house or shop.

NANKING’S RAID ON. 
CIGARETTE TRADE. 


PROPOSED FIFTY PER CENT. 
- TAX, : ; 


The’ following from the “Kuo 
Min, Newa Agency, associated 
with the ‘Nanking Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs, contains what |’ 
may be taken to.be an official | 
statement’ of Nanking’s' designs 
on the cigarette, trade in Kiang- 
su... 

The statement reads: *’ 

“A despatch from Nanking, 
dated 21st, reported that the Na- 
tionalist Government, with a view 
to systemize’ the tax on cigarettes 
and tobacco -products,, which 
hitherto had been ‘different in 
rate and method of collection in 
different provinces, has proclaim- 
ed ‘a national tax,of 50 per cent. 
to. be levied. on all cigarettes and 
tobacco: products. whey 

“This tax is to first come into 
effect in Kiangsu, and July 10, is 
the date set-upon for it to take 
netual operation, The, Bureau 
for the collection of this. tax in 
Kiangsu, is to be installed in 
Shanghai, as the majority of the 
civarctte manufacturers ‘are in: 
this district. : 
“The Bureau ig ‘organized on 
committee plans and up-to-date, 
three committees (sic) are al- 
ready mentioned, namely, Messra..}, 
Sun Kia-young, Fan Chuan-mo, 
and Sze Kin-ho, Z 

“The tax, as above" mentioncd,. 
is 50 per cent. ad valorem. At 
this rate, the revenue per annum 
In Kiangsu will be about 
$12,000,000; for, the . cigarettes 
sold in the. provinee amount to 
$24,000,000 or’ more' every ‘year,’ 
Tt is already agreed that ten per 
cent. of this value will be sub- 
seribed to the endowment of edu- 
eational fand for Kiangsn. 

“The tax, by this method of 
collection, is to be in the form, 
of excise, that is, the duty is to 
be chargdd when the cigarettes 
are being manufactured, or before |, 
it is consigned to wholessle or 
retail—dealer.’. . 

“This national tax will bo in- 
stalled in’ all the provinces, as 
soon as condition permits, with 
thé excoption of Chekiang, which 
is'at present experimenting with |. 
the ‘tobacco monopoly. Cheklang 
will be given a chance to try aut 
its pet acheme; but if it shold 
not work smoothly or efficiently 
then Chekiang shall also bo list- 
ed under this general taxing con-
